Assistant Curator of Paintings 
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VIKTOR SCHRECKENGOST 


Born June 26, 1906 in Sebrlng Ohio, which is second in the United 
States in oottery making. His family, of Viking ancestry were 
potters. 

Studied design at the Cleveland School of Art, where he won numer¬ 
ous prizes, awards and scholarships, during his four years there. 

The following year was spent at the Kunstgewerbeschule in Vienna, 
studying with Michael Powolny, one of Europe's best known potters. 

In the spring of that year he took a trip to Russia,going north to 
the top of the Volga River and then down to the Caspian Sea,across 
to the coast of Persia and through Caucasia and back over the Black Sea 
to Austria. The rest of the summer was spent in various c ountries 
in Europe. 

Returning to Cleveland he accepted a position on the faculty of the 
Cleveland School of Art. At the same time he was made assistant to 
R. Guy Cowan at the Cowan Pottery Studios, as designer. Through 
this connection he received many commissions and his work was 
first seen in the Eastern Galleries. Many of his pelces were secured 
for use in the movies in Hollywood, where he spent the following 
summer. 

In 1932 he returned to Europe for a few months, spending the greater 
part of his time in Spain and Northern Africa. 

He rsumed his work as Instructor at The Clevelandi School of Art and 
also Western Reserve University. It was about this time that his work 
in Industrial Design appeared on the market. He has designed for 
numerous potteries and is now Art Director and Designer for the 
American Limoges China Co.,The Sebring Pottery Co.,and the Salem 
China Co. His work is not limited to the Ceramic Industry, but the 
automotive and various other fields as well. He has just completed a iw 
new line of bicycles, wagons etc. Has also done considerable work 
in design for the theatre. 

In the Fine Arts, Mr. Schreckengost' s work has been shown in manjr 
of the finest Museums and Galleries in America, and Europe. 

Summer before last he returned to Europe where he spent most of his 
time inFrance,Austria, Sweden and Denmark.At this time a number 
of his peices were Included in the Contemporary American Craftsmen 
Exhibition which was sent about Scandinavia. Two of his pelces were 
also invited to the Paris Exposition and were shown in the American 
Pavilion. 

In January ,1939 he was commissioned as designer and Sculptor to make 
the K.K.Culver All American Air Maneuvers Trophy. 

Four large ceramic Masks representing the four elements Earth, Fire, A 
Air and Water were installed in the dining room foyer of the 
United States Government Building at the New York World's Fair. 



Mr. Schreckengost received national recognition for his designs 
for the sets and costumes for The 'S ook Sonata by Strindberg 
produced at the new Eldred Theatre of Western Reserve University.
